THE MILDEW SEASON is with us again. When the weather man 


says warm and humid, it means our houses are going to be bombarded 
with flying saucers in the form of mildew spores floating: through the 
air. And to this department ol your paper, it means moie pauieuc 
letters along this line: 
. . . , « . 
"I used the best quality white paint I could buy, but in less than 


a year, it has discolored anil looks dirty. What can 1 do about it?" 


Well, some forms of mildew look so much like dirt to the naked 


eye that it takes a microscope to tell the difference. The National 
Paint, Varnish and Lacquer Assn. recently made field tests in various 
parts of the country and found that 63 per cent of the dirty-looking 
exterior.paint jobs studied, were not dirty, but mildewed. In the other 
37 per cent, dirt was a primary factor, but mildew also was present. 


And you can't brush off mildew by saying that is only something 


for people near the shore or in the deep woods to worry about. Actually 
it is fungus that does its dirty work in all but the most arid regions. 
"

"* 


THE SERIOUSNESS of mildew is that it is not merely an annoy- 


ance to the fastidious. It is a. destructive growth. 
If you ever had 


luggage or books mildew in your basement you probably found them 
rotten through and through. But fighting the microbes that cause it is 
not hopeless by a long shot. 
You can get fungicides at most hardware stores and paint dealers. 


These mildew proofing, preparations can be sprayed on as simply as 
you spray your roses or lilacs. The National Retail Hardware Assn. 
suggests that if you are going to repaint, use a primer coat of aluminum 
paint "first to check any moisture that may come from the inside. 


Then there are chemicals described as mildewcides which can be 


mixed with any paint. Some paints already contain these preventives 
—especially in regions where mildew is most prevalent. These addi- 
tives do no't affect the film hardness of the paint, its drying speed, color 
or durabilitv. 
*

WE ASKED a veteran paint manufacturer how to handle a mildewed 


surface and what could be added to n?w paint any place and by any- 
body to prevent mildew. He was Doufrias C. Arnold, president of Key- 
stone Paint & Varnish, an organization which has been in business for 
more than a. century. 
"It is absolutely necessary," Arnold said, "to wash the surface 


clean with a good detergent, ordinary soap and water is not satisfactory. 
An excellent solution for the purpose is one pound of trisodium phos- 
phate (sold under several trade names) to one gallon of water. This 
should be applied with a sponge or stiff brush with plenty of elbow 
grease. 
"Rinse the washed surface with a household disinfectant and allow 


to dry thoroughly. Then apply a solution of one-half ounce of bichloride 
of mercury in one gallon of water. This is highly poisonous so care 
should be taken not to get any of it in your eyes or on your skin. Wear 
goggles and rubber gloves. 


"If any of this solution is accidentally splashed on your skin, wash 


immediately with soap and water. 


"A good fungicide to add to paint is one-half ounce of bichloride 


of mercury to one gallon of paint. Use the same precautions as before 
in keeping such paint off the skin. It is wise to add this to the primer 
coat as well as to the finish coat in mildew infect ed areas. It will 
give you practical assurance of freedom from mildew."

We Must Assure Free World 
We'll Aid Fight for Liberty 


The men who forged the Declaration of Independence 


and the American Revolution were moved by many intense 
concerns, of which the desire for independence from a for- 
eign tyranny was of course a principal one. 


For long decades thereafter, America was pre-occupied 


with the idea of independence. It was. certainly, conducting 
a great experiment in free democratic government. 
But it 


was also trying to show the world that a young, struggling 
nation could chart an independent path, without interference 
from powerful rivals. 
Helped mightily by two broad oceans, the country suc- 


ceeded. It stood off its older, stronger competitors until at 
length, through development of its own latent strength, it 
was too powerful to be challenged by any single nation, how- 
ever strong. 
In all this time America lent its sympathies and encour- 


agement to other peoples making the same struggle for in- 
dependence. Where oppression ruled, awakening men looked 
to the United States as the bellwether of freedom and in- 
dependence.

This ringing notion still governed as we plunged into 


World War I with the idealistic slogan: "Make the world safe 
for democracy." It dominated our thinking as we worked 
eagerly at the peace tables to help carve out new, inde- 
pendent states in Europe and elsewhere. 


We Americans know in our hearts that, as in all the 


decades before, we go on wishing that those who would gain 
independence may have it. Yet the world no longer looks to 
us as the great bellwether. 


There are many reasons why this i& so. Our Commu- 


nist enemies successfully plant the contrary idea that Amer- 
ica wishes to dominate others, not see them free. The vastly 
altered power relationship's growing out of two world wars 
make many nations dependent upon us against their will. 


At the same time, the record will show, too, that we no 


longer speak and act with the old fervor in behalf of upward 
struggling peoples. 
We often criticize newly independent 


nations for pursuing the very sort of solitary course we our- 
selves insisted upon in the early stages of our history. 


' We are so convinced of the Tightness of our own ap- 


proach to the menace of Communism that we are not too 
tolerant of those who do not share it and do not spring in- 
stantly to our side. We forget that some, like India, are 
most determined right now not to spring to anybody's side.

When we muster support for some cause in the UN, we 


frequently go after the smaller countries like a politician 
pressing into line precincts he feels he can count upon auto- 
matically. We take them for granted. 


It is time for us to set about convincing the world we 


have not changed, that we still believe in independence for 
all peoples, that we are willing to help them fight for it, that 
no matter how much we do assist them we will not exact 
from them any automatic support of our policies. 


Historically, this is the side on which we have always 


ranged ourselves. Thinking of the present power of Com- 
munism and the stirring of peoples in the East, we must 
realize that any other position would not only be totally 
out of character for us, it would very likely be the losing side. 


What we fought for in 1776 is just as worthy a goal of 


any human anywhere in 1954.

The story of the writing of the Declaration of Independence by Thomas 


Jefferson and the signing of it by members of the Continental Congress is 
so well known that we will not go into it here. Instead, we'll mention an 
incident which took place 50 years after the first Independence Day. 


As July 4, 1826, approached, the aged Jefferson entered his final illness. 


In Quincy. Mass., Jefferson's old friend, John Adams, was failing lapidly. 
Both were vital figures in the birth of our nation: Jefferson, the Declara- 
tion's author, and Adams, a member of the committee appointed to super- 
vise the famous document. Each had received the highest honor of the 
nation, the Presidency. 


As night fell on the evening of July 3, .Jefferson, who had been in 


a stupor for several days, awoke to ask, "Is it the Fourth?" 


His doctor replied, "H soon will be." 
Jefferson's words were the last he spoke. He died about 1 p. m. 


on July 4, 1826. He was 83. 


In Massachusetts John Adams, then 90, was sitting in his chair, 


while sounds of the celebration of the Fourth drifted into the room 
through the windows. Suddenly, he murmured, "Thomas Jefferson 
still lives," and he died. 
Unknown to Adams, Jefferson had died one hour earlier in Monticello, 


Va. 
Only one signer of the Declaration outlived them, but as James Trus- 


low Adams says. "Death had struck simultaneously at the two most shin- 
ing marks in the land, and as the past symbolically went down to the grave, 
an era was dramatically closed."

Anyone eating ice cream during the holiday may be interested in know- 


ing about an anniversary in Dixon history. H. W. Morris tells us that 70 
years ago this week E. J. Ryan, who operated a bakery at 205 First St., 
posted a notice in his front window that he would have ice cream for sale 
on Wednesday and Saturday evenings during July and August. It was the 
first ice cream sold in Dixon. 


Morris says the product was good, and Ryan was successful in his ven- 


ture. The following year he sold his "Sea Foam Ice Cream" each weekday 
evening during all of July and August, and in later years sold it through- 
out the entire summer. 


Those were the days when Dixon housewives bought unroasted 


coffee at six pounds for one dollar, and roasted and ground the beans 
in their kitchens. Stores sold no ranned goods and nothing was 
"precooked or prepared." 
The stores had no paper sacks, but 


wrapped all bulk food in a flat piece of paper.

Why not consider the purchase of 


duo-purpose utensils for feifts. They 
are generally very handy and can 
certainly save space in the cup- 
board. For example, small pans 
with wire racks make handy little 
broilers. The pan can be used for 
baking, and the rack can be used 
for a cake cooler. 


One double boiler has a bottom 


pan that can be used as a covered 
or uncovered saucepan and the up- 
per pan can be used as a' casserole 
or pudding pan. Some round roast- 
ers are made so that both top and 
bottom can be used as cake pans.

If you expect your child to learn

Change Landing 
Site for Ogle ' 
Air Tour 


OREGON — (Special) — John 


Conroy. Ogle soil conservationist 
today announced a change ir. land- 
ing strips for the Ogie County Con- 
servation Air Tour to be held Tues- 
day from 8 a.rr.. to 5 p.m. 


Conroy said the Polo Airport will 


be used as a base for the tour, in- 
stead of a landing strip on the Frid- 
ley and Kinsey farm near Mt. Mor- 
ris. 


Conroy said the change was made 


because the terrain on the farm 
proved unsuitable for use as a 
landing strip. 


The Senate passed the bill 63-9 


Friday after five days of often 
heated debate and two months 
tvork on the 875-page measure by 
he Senate Finance Committee, 
which wrote 430 pages of amend- 
ments. 
The complicated legisla- 


tion is the first general revision of 
he maze ol federal tax laws since 
1876. 


Included in the Senate bill, as in 


the version already okayed by the 
House, -were nearly all the relief 
provisions sought by the adminis- 
ration. 
In addition, the Senate 


beat back four separate attempts 
to add a general income tax cut 
to the bill, strongly opposed by the 
Treasury because of the heavy loss 
of revenue involved. 


Conference July 12 


The conference between the Sen- 


ate and House on their somewhat 
differing measures probably will 
get under way July 12 after the 
staff experts have had time to pre- 
pare line-by-line comparisons. 


As passed by the Senate, the bill 


contains various tax cuts for cor- 
porations and individuals totaling 
some $1,300,000,000 in the next 
year. The House version embodies 
a $1,400,000.000 reduction. 


The cost to the Treasury would 


be largely offset the first year by 
a provision extending the 52 per 
cent corporation rate to April 1, 
1955, 
rather than letting it drop to 


47 per cent. This would yield an 
extra $1,200,000,000. 


The major change made by the 


Senate, and the issue likely to 
cause the biggest fight in confer- 
ence, was to knock out of the bill 
most of the proposed 
relief to 


stockholders on dividend income. 


Leaves $50 Exemption 


The Senate left in the bill only 


the $50 exemption of such income 
from taxation. As passed by the 
House, the provision would give 
this exemption and also permit a 
stockholder to deduct from his tax 
5 per cent of his dividend income 
in the first year of the bill: from 
the second year on, he could get 
exemption on $100 of dividend in 
come and deduct from his tax 10 
per cent of such income above 
$100. 


Most of the tax cuts in the bil 


would take effect this year anc 
could be figured on the return filed 
next year. 


The cuts in the measure \vould 


bring to more than seven billion 
dollars the total tax relief taking 
effect this year. 


Major Fenturcs 


In addition to the dividend in- 


come and corporation tax rate ex- 
tension provision?, major features 
of the Senate bill include: 


A faster method of writing off 


depreciation costs on a plant or 
piece of equipment, the idea being 
to speed plant expansion and im- 
provement. 


A provision for working mothers 


to deduct up to $600 of expenses 
for child care, if the family in- 
come does not exceed $4.500. 


Permission for college students 


to earn as much as they can. with- 
out their fathers losing the 5600 
exemption for a dependent. 


An increase for 20 to 30 per cent 


in the amount of income that can 
be given to charity and be claim- 
ed as a deduction. 


Medical Allowance* 


An increase in the amount of 


deductible allowances for medical 
expenses. Taxpayers could deduct 
these expenses in amounts above 
3 per cent of income, instead of 
the present 5 per cent. 


An exemption from the basic 20 


per cent income tax orx retirement 
pay of up to $1.200. 


Permission for farmers to de- 


duct soil and water conservation 
expenditures up to 25 per cent of 
farm income.
